And Galan 
faith « that. hee perceived by. the. often 
change of the pulfe of a woman, that fhe 
was in love’ with Pylades. Befides that,the 
tunicles of the arteries,the skin and fle{h in 
the wreft of the hand where the pulfe is 
felt,and the skin and fiefh of the Phyfitians

and in fome fofter. Againe, the patients

Hippocrates, Galen, Adegidens, Attuarins, | 
Avicen, and infinite others in all ages have 
delivered precepts, and gathered judge- 
ments, and therefore asa part of phyficke 
better knowne,and of more certainty then * 
the pulfe, Ihave in this fhort Treatifa | 
handled, divided into his differences, and | 
to every difference I have added his judg- 
ment together witha reafon thereof, And 
in many places I have more efpecially di- 
{tinguifhed it, not onely by other differen- 
ces of the urine, but alfo by other accidents 
of the difeafe it felfe. As for example, pag. 
47. one fignification of much urine is a 
confumption of the whole body, whereto 
Thave added other fignes by the urine, as 
that it is fomewhat fatty, in colour palew, | 
reddifh, high coloured, and without other 
figns of concoétion.And hereof prefently - 
annexe this caufe ; for fo the profitable fat, 
moifture, humors, and fubftantiall parts of 
the body are molten, diflolved,and voided 
byurine.
